The first to introdu ce the u se of 
coal oil. or “kerosene.” in the United 
States and Canada was Ur. Abraham 
Gesner, a distingu ished Canadian geol­ 
ogist. 
Doctor Gesner, after long ex peri­ 
mentation, discov ered how to produ ce 
oil that cou ld he u sed in lamps for 
illu minating pu rposes, from bitu min­ 
ou s shale and cannel coal. 
Thou gh 
he gav e the nam e “kerosene” to Ids 
discov ery it was popu larly called coal 
oil. 
Following the discov ery of petrole­ 
u m in Pennsy lv ania in 1 Hfifi. and later 
in many other sections of North Amer­ 
ica. 
kerosene heroine 
the principal 
produ ct of the disi illation of the cru de 
oil. 
Like most inv entors. Doctor <!es- 
ner reaped little financial benefit from 
his discov ery , which 
w hs destined '«> 
be the fou ndation of scores of im­ 
mense fortu nes.

This belief rests on the assu mp ­ 
tion that so long as the leav es are 
not dry they continu e to draw or p u mp 
the moistu re from the stems. 
It is 
p artly becau se of this theory that cu r­ 
ing in the windrow has been 
s o com­ 
monly 
adv ocated, 
say s 
the 
United 
States Dep artment of Agricu ltu re. 
Retains More Leav es. 
It is generally recognized that hay 
cu red in the windrow or cock does re­ 
tain more of its leav es, thereby in­ 
creasing its feeding v alu e. 
So far u s 
can be ascertained, howev er, no ex ­ 
p eriments 
hav e 
hitherto been 
con­ 
du cted to determine whether or not 
the leav es actu ally aid in remov ing 
w ater from the stems. 
With this in 
mind some tests wore begu n in 19 24 
and continu ed in 19 25 by dep artment 
inv estigators, the resu lts of which are 
discu ssed in Dep artment Bu lletin No. 
1424-D. 
Samp les of alfalfa were taken and 
weighed immediately . 
Some of them 
were left to cu re in the natu ral con­ 
dition—that Is with the leav es on— 
while the leav es were p icked from 
others by hand. 
Weighings were made 
at interv als to determine the rap idity 
with which the v ariou s samp les lost 
their moistu re. 
in ev ery case whore the leav es were 
remov ed from the stdms the alfalfa 
dried ou t somewhat more rap idly than 
where it was allowed to cu re in its 
natu ral state; that is, with the leav es 
on. 
The difference was not great and 
ju st how mu ch of this is du e to 
handling cannot he easily determined.

These ex tensiv e tests wou ld seem 
to indicate the fallacy of the p op u lar 
theory concerning the p u mp ing action 
j of the leav es, bu t this need not neces­ 
sarily change the p ractice of cu ring 
1 hay in the windrow or cock.

Washing ton.—Nearly 100,000 Indians 
in the United States are untouched by 
Christian doctrines, the board of In­ 
dian commissioners recently estimated, 
and remain to all intents and pur­ 
poses pag ans, presumably still hold­ 
ing in larg e measure the beliefs of 
their ancesto rs. 
What these primi­ 
tive Indian relig ious 
beliefs are is 
told in 
a 
bulletin from the National 
Geog raphic society. 
“Poetic fancy and a natural tend­ 
ency to describe newly encountered 
beliefs and customs in terms «>t those 
already familiar have g iven white peo 
pie many false ideas 
in 
reg ard to 
the relig ious beliefs of the American 
Indians,” says 
the 
bulletin. 
"Some 
enthusiasts have pictured the typical 
red man as noble and ethical beyond 
his white brother, believing in a fa­ 
therly 'Great Spirit’ and striving to 
live tlie g ood life that he may g o 
after death to the ‘Happy Hunting 
Ground.’ 
This is a fkllacy. 
Have No Sing le Relig ion. 
“There is no sing le relig ion of the 
American 
Indians. 
Instead the be­ 
liefs differed widely in different sec­ 
tions 
and 
among 
different 
tribes. 
There was, however, a g eneral simi­ 
larity of views, and these were about 
what could have been ex pected from 
people of a relatively primitive deg ree 
of culture. 
Nowhere does what could 
truly he called the conception of a 
‘Great 
Spirit,’ an 
overruling 
deity, 
emerg e. 
“There 
were 
g reater 
and 
lesser 
spirits, to be sure, but the character­ 
istic Indian belief is in a multitude of 
spirits animating animals, objects ai^i 
the various forces of nature. 
Nor 
were these spirits inherently g ood or 
had, morally. 
They mig ht help or 
hinder the individual in his activities 
or health, and whether they did the 
one or the other was the test of thofr

ber of fields where the average mosaic 
infection had been approximately 40 
lier cent, eradication of the wild host, 
plants in and near the fields reduced 
it to 3 per cent. 
Before planting, the field itself and 
all land within 75 yards should be 
carefully inspected aud all wild host 
plants, whether healthy or diseased, 
-hould be pulled out. 
If the cucumber 
field can be surrounded by other cul­ 
tivated crops, the work of eradication 
will be simplified and insects are like­ 
ly to lie less prevalent.

serves, according to Earle B. Knox, 
writing in th e Field and Stream Mag­ 
azine. 
The chief reason for the superior­ 
ity of t!ie New York camp grounds 
over those in many other parts of the 
country. Mr. Knox believes. lies in the 
fact that they are well policed and 
that rules a re rigidly enforced. 
Rules Are Outlined. 
Some of these rules which enable 
the sta te to render the public the 
greatest possible service with these 
camps, lean-tos and open fireplaces, 
and at tile sam e time keep them in 
harm ony with their wild surroundings, 
are as follows:

There is a popular belief that al­ 
falfa and other hays cure more rap­ 
idly when handled so as to keep the 
leaves in a fresh condition until the 
stem s have lost much of their mois­ 
ture. This belief rests on the assump­ 
tion that so long as the leaves are 
not dry they continue to draw or pump 
the moisture from the stem s. 
It is 
partly because of this theory that cur­ 
ing in the windrow has been so com­ 
monly 
advocated, 
says 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Retains More Leaves. 
It is generally recognized that hay 
cured in the windrow or cock does re­ 
tain more of its leaves, thereby in­ 
creasing its feeding value. 
So far us 
can be ascertained, however, no ex­ 
periments 
have 
hitherto 
been 
con­ 
ducted to determ ine whether or not 
the leaves actually aid in removing 
water from the stem s. 
With this in 
mind some tests were begun in 1921 
and continued in 1925 by department 
investigators, the results of which ure 
discussed in Departm ent Bulletin No. 


Samples of alfalfa were taken and 
weighed immediately» 
Some of them 
were leti to cure in the natural con­ 
dition— that is with the leaves on— 
while the leaves were picked from 
others by hand. 
W eighings were made 
at intervals to determine the rapidity 
With which the various sam ples lost 
their moisture. 
iu every case where the leaves were 
removed from the stdms the alfalfa 
dried out somewhat more rapidly than 
where it was allowed to cure in its 
natural sta te; that is, with the leaves 
on. 
The difference was not great and

much of

is due to 
handling cannot be easily determined. 
However, it is perfectly clear from the 
data 
that 
alfalfa 
«n the quantities 
used in the tests cures at least as 
r pidly with leaves removed us with 
them attached, which is contrary to 
the popular belief. 
Fallacy of Popular Theory. 
T hese extensive tests would seem 
to indicate the fallacy of the popular 
tlieory concerning tire pumping action 
of the leaves, but this need not neces­ 
sarily change the practice of curing 
hay in the windrow or cock. 
Some 
other explanation must be made for 
the beneficial results of the practice, 
however.

Control Cabbage Worms 
With Arsenate Mixture 
Cabbage worms and cabbage aphids 
usually make their appearance about 
this season of the > ar in more or less 
destructive num ber-. 
Farmers, truck 
crop growers and backyard gardeners 
will find n cheap era I effective remedy 
for controlling the pests in the use of 
lead arsenate and nicotine. 
The most effective mixture Is one 
containing 15 parts of powdered lead 
arsenate to 100 parts of hydrated lime. 
This is dusted on the plants and does 
not in any way Impair the use of the 
cabbage for human food, it is said. 
Repeated doses of the poison dust 
are necessary during the season, par­ 
ticularly when the heads are forming, 
if effective control is to be secured. 
W here cabbage aphids are present 
in any appreciable numbers, it is sug­ 
gested that 1 per cent nicotine he 
added to the poison dust. 
This will 
rid the plants of the lice at tne same 
time 
that 
protection 
is 
provided 
against the ravages of the c; bbage 
worms.

Beliefs 
Among 
Various 
Tribes Differ. 


Washington.—Nearly IOU,OOO Indians 
in the United States are untouched by 
Christian doctrines, the board of In­ 
dian commissioners recently estimated, 
an i remain to nil intents and pur­ 
poses pagans, presumably still hold­ 
ing in large measure the beliefs of 
their ancestors. 
What these primi­ 
tive indian religious be Kiefs arc is 
told in a bulletin from tire National 
Geographic society. 
“Poetic fancy and a natural tend 
ency to describe newly emountered 
beliefs and customs in terms of those 
already familiar have glum white pee 
pie many false ideas til 
regard to 
the religious beliefs of the American 
Indians,” says the bulletin. 
‘‘Some 
enthusiasts have pictured the typical 
red man as noble and ethical beyond 
his white brother, believing in a fa- 
therly ‘Great .Spirit* and striving to 
live the good life that he may go 
after death to the ‘Happy Hunting 
Ground.* This is a toll acy. 
H a v e N o S in g le Religion. 
“There is no single religion of the 
American Indians. 
Instead the be­ 
liefs differed widely in different sec­ 
tions 
and 
among 
different 
tribes. 
There was, however, a general simi­ 
larity of views, and these were about 
What could have been expected from 
people of a relatively primitive degree 
of culture. Nowhere does what could 
truly be called the conception of a 
’Great 
Spirit,’ an 
overruling deity, 
emerge. 
“There were 
greater 
and 
lesser 
spirit' to be sure, hut the character­ 
istic India® belief is in a multitude of 
spirits animating i nltnnls, objects anil 
the various forces of nature. 
Nor 
were these spirits inherently good or 
bad. morally. 
They might help or 
hind 
tin? individual iii his 
cliv ides 
cr health, and whether they did the 
one er ti » other ais the test of I icfr 
‘goodness’ or ‘badness’ for him. 
“The primitive Indian lins no ctm 
eeption «»f a hell* nor is bm entry tilth 
the spirit land dependent on his cBn‘-‘ 
duet. 
He eaters it as a matter of 
course, 
he f»ell«jves,‘ iftiA cobttriuH 
there Whatever activities Talty Inter­ 
ested him in this life. To some tribe! 
this is a ‘Skyland,’ lo ' oth^fs it Ifc 
merely a region of the earth, ‘In tht* 
we<t,’ ‘'across ’the sen,* or ‘fieytihd ! a 
river.’ 
Others beffeVt* Hie Viliams of 
{fie dead to he near their villages but 
In visible. 
Beli ev e in Magic. 
“Coupled in Hie mind of the primi­ 
tive Indian with a belief in many 
spirits is a belief in magic, through 
which the spirits can be influenced. 
The medicine men possessed the se­ 
crets of such magic, It was believed, 
and often Interceded. All Indians be­ 
lieve In the possession of a soul which 
leaves the body at death. 
They also 
believe that. It leaves at other times. 
arid some tribes ascribe illness to this 
absence of the soul. 
The services of 
the medicine man are sought to re­ 
cover tlie missing soul. 
Belief in a 
continuing soul did not lead to an­ 
cestor worship as among Eastern peo­ 
ples. 
“Most Indian mythologies do not 
concern 
themselves 
with 
creation; 
they 
assume the 
existence of the 
earth and deal with its peopling and 
with the origin of arts, customs and 
rite-:. 
All these are supposed to have 
come by a sort of revelation. 
“Souk* tribes, 
however, especially 
th e e of the Bael fie coast region, do 
have a creation myth. 
In some it is 
‘Old Man Above,’ in others an anima) 
-ueh as the comte or tin* silver fox. 
who makes a hole in the sky, comes 
to earth and creates the animals and 
men. 
In some of these myths there is 
only water Iwnealh tile sky. lait the 
descending Vicing creates the earth In 
the form of an island which grows. 
Morality Well Developed. 
“Morality and ethics were well de 
ycleped 
among 
American 
Indians. 
They have a strong sense of con­ 
science 
and 
manx 
individuals 
are 
strikingly benevolent. The tribal mo 
rulity was strict. 
Ile who lied, failed 
to keep his promises, or stole within 
the tribe was disgraced. 
Murder, too, 
was punished. 
War removed ethical 
barriers among 
Indians as 
it 
has 
among most people in nil ages. 
It 
then became a virtue for the Indian 
to kill his enemies aud to take their 
property. 
“On 
the 
whole, the Indian’s re­ 
ligious beliefs may be described as 
being wholly practical and as spring 
lug from fear of the more or less hos­ 
tile forces of nature that surround 
him. 
His various rites arose fr<*m his 
efforts to propitiate or to lake ad­ 
vantage of these forces.*’
